SPERATI REPRODUCTIONS 


A bit of furore has arisen through 
the purchase by the British Philatelic 


Association of the Sperati repro- 
ducticns of rare stamps. Now 71, 
Sperati of Aix-les-Baines, France, 


has been forced to retire owing to 
failing eyesight. A master craftsman 
Sperati is credited with reproducing 
over 500 different rare stamps in a 
forty year period. He was a genius 
as a chemist, printer, papermaker, 
etc., necessary in the various steps 
of making his reproductions. His 
favorites were foreign rarities but he 
did do a few British Empire stamps, 
among them a Newfoundland 1857 
shilling stamp and Vancouver 5c and 
10e stamps. What disturbs leading 
collectcrs and dealers is the report 
that the B.P.A. proposes marketing 
mounted specimens of these stamps 
in a book they purpose publishing 
cataloging the Sperati reproductions, 
also to make available reference col-

lections of the same stamps. 

The cbjection taken is that these 
reproductions may reach the odd man 
that might handle them  unsecrup- 
ulously even though each specimen is 
to be indeliably marked imitation 
there are ways to remove such mark- 
ings.

That 
the B.P.A. have formerly publicized 
that they take all steps to prevent 
the discemination of forgeries this 
proposal regarding the Sperati items 
seems astounding. On the other hand 
the B.P.A. may so handle them and 
publicize them through their book, 
that such knowledge will be a service 
and protection to the select few who 
can afford to specialize in rare 
stamps proofs, cancellations, ete.

In “Saskatchewan History” 


The hobby of collecting early post- 
marks, a sideline to stamp collecting, 
can be both interesting and educa- 
tional particularly as it concerns our 
own Province of Saskatchewan be- 
fore 1905. 


One sees and hears very little of 
the postal system of that period 
nowadays. True there are in our 
libraries many fine volumes written 
about the North-West Territories, 
the Mounted Police, The Riel Rebel- 
lion of 1885, the coming of the early 
post offices still operating and those 
long since extinct is far from com- 
plete. 

Looking at an early map of the 
North-West Territories we find a 
number cf provisional districts, two 
of which, Assiniboia, bordering on 
the United States, and Saskatche- 
wan, immediately to the north of it, 
include all of the area which later 
became the province of Saskatche- 
wan as well as the extreme eastern 
part of Alberta. The abbreviations 
Assa. and Sask. were commonly used 
in addressing mail and for the post 
office cancellations. During the ter- 
ritorial period, 408 post offices were 
opened in Assiniboia and 127 ir. Sas- 
katchewan. Of the combined total 
of 535, 497 were still in operation in 
1905. Only nine of these post offi- 
ces were located in that portion of 
the two districts which was incor- 
porated in the province of Alberta, 
so that 526 post offices were actual- 
ly opened in the present-day area of 
Saskatchewan. 

Many towns in these districts no 
longer appear on present day maps; 
the names of others were changed 
for one reason or another. Mail for 
Saskatoon was addressed to Saska- 
toon, Sask., N.W.T., and until 1890 
was sent to Moose Jaw by rail and 
then by wagon trail to its destina- 
tion. Regina mail was addressed to 
Regina, Assa., N.W.T. Prosperity 
post office, so named because the 
wife of an early settler thought the 
district looked prosperous, was situ- 
ated twelve miles north-east of Wa- 
pella. Several post cards which have 
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come into my possession were post- 
marked in this manner: Prosperity, 
Assa. via Wapella, Assa., 1894. The 
latter was located on the railroad so 
presumably the mail was carvied the 
rest of the way by horse and wagon. 
This post office was closed on De- 
cember 1, 1917. 

When tracing the early railroad 
line from Regina to Prince Albert, 
I was puzzled about the location of 
Bonnington. Reading a copy of 
Saskatchewan History, I ran across 
a letter from a contributor in Kena- 
ston who mentioned the fact that 
Bonnington was changed to Kena- 
ston before 1905. Picking up pen 
and paper I proceeded to writ to 
this contributor for any further in- 
formation relative to postal service. 
I learned there had existed a post 
office with a Bonnington cancella- 
tion but a search among old time 
residents of the district failed to un- 
earth a single item with this post- 
mark. If one were ever found it 
would be a valuable item. 


Aside from the satisfaction gained 
from feeling like a research worker 
in a comparatively unknown field, 
there is another facinating side to 


this hobby. Saskatchewan History 
carries letters submitted by old- 
timers mentionine places in which 


they were born or to which they had 
come with parents as new settlers. 
I directed my first inquiries to these 
people and requested that they look 
fer letters with postmarks of the 
districts in which they lived. Then 
came the rewarding evperience of 
watching the effect which was simi- 
lar to a catalyst setting off a chemi- 
cal reaction. My original corres- 
pondents may not have had much in- 
formation for me, nor any early 
post-marked letters, but many of 
them knew cf others who couid help 
me. Often they either forwarded 
names or wrote letters themselves. 
This sentence has appeared often in 
the replies I have received, “You 
have me really interested in this.” 
I find that people are eager to co- 
operate perhaps because it helps to 
recall pioneer experiences and 
friends who were almost forgotten, 
and perhaps because they feel that

in their small way they are unearth- 
ing some of Saskatchewan’s inter- 
esting history. 

One of my correspondents, now an 
enthusiast, told me of a visit to a 
long time resident of Rocanville. The 
aged man was most obliging and 


brought down packets of old, musty 
letters. The collector spent a happy 
hour or two going through the old 
covers. He put his treasures in the 
back seat of his car and headed for 
home some twenty miles away men- 
tally congratulating himself on his 
good fortune. It is not enough to 
say he was extremely disappointed 
when upon his arrival home he found 
all his envelopes, with the exception 
of a few gcne. They had blown out 
the open car window. 

Undaunted, this same man was 
out in a district west of Hazelcliffe 
looking for postmarks when he ar- 
rived at a certain farmhouse. It 
turned out they did not have any old 
letters or papers but a relative liv- 
ing nearby had stacks of them left 
to him by his father. A phone call 
was put through right away and 
what do you suppose happened? 
After having been preserved for 
sixty 
smoke the other day. My correspon- 
dent was indeed a sad man. How- 
ever, his enthusiam has not waned in 
the slighest. 

To those whose interest mav have 
been aroused by this article, I should 
like to mention a few rules to fol- 
low. An old stamp should never be 
clipped or soaked from an envelope. 
The same apnlies to cutting out can- 
cellations. The covers are always 
worth more intact. Occasionally an 
envelope will be badly damaged and 
beyond saving. In this case care 
should be taken in cuttine around 
the stamps or stamps (leave them in 
pairs if they come that way) allow- 
ing a good margin. 

If this enthusiasm continues to 
spread, the number of early jetters, 
cards or documents turned up will 
be amazing. Postmarks of the period 
before 1905 deserve a place with 
other objects of historical interest. 
They are as much a part of the daily 
life of the pioneer as the early type 


plow, reaper, oxcart, steam engine 
and newspaper which historically 


minded people of today are endea- 
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years they had gone up in. 
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vouring to collect and preserve for 
posterity. 


KINGSTON STAMP CLUB 





For several years a group of some 
two dezen philatelists have been con- 
gregating at the local Y.M.C.A. on 
the first and third Tuesday of each 
month, thanks to the courtesy of Mr. 
W. Buckley, General Secretary of 
Kingston Y. Most of the members 
are collectors of B.N.A.’s with a few 
interested in American and foreign 
stamps. Over the years many fine 
collections have been built up, but, 
like philatelists the world over, every 
member keeps striving to build a 
bigger and better collection. 

This year, under the presidency of 
Prof. L. A. Munro of Queen’s Uni- 
versity, an auction sale last Decem- 
ber created keen interest when nearly 
two hundred lots of superb mint and 
used stamps were put up for sale by 
autioneer Stan Alleorn. In January 
an exhibition was prepared with 
members submitting frames of 
stamps to be judged by judges H. F. 
Thomson and W. Buckley. The pub- 
lic was invited and browsed around 
for a couple of hours. In the com- 
petition a frame of nineteenth cen- 
tury Canadians exhibited by H. L. 
McNaught won two firsts as the best 
Canadian frame and the most popu- 
lar frame of the exhibition. 

A topical display of several frames 
exhibited by Prof. L. A. Munro won 
a first in its class. It depicted stamps 
showing chemistry and science pie- 
tures used on stamps. A. E. Rowley 
cf Collins Bay won the prize in the 
British Empire class with a beauti- 
fully arranged frame of Queen Eliza- 
beth stamps both before and after 
her coronation. In all it was a great 
night for stamp enthusiasts. 

Several speakers have addressed 
this club and interest seems to point 
to a bigger and better future of dis- 
cussions trading and buying the little 
bits of coloured paper that make 
philately king among hobbies.

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Why I Collect Stamps of Egypt 


By Major S. Henson 


One of the most vivid memcries of 
my boyhood days was the day I first 
saw a mummy and listened to a 
lecture on Egypt. From that day 
Egyptian Stamps found their way 
into my album and I was proud when 
I could gather my chums together 
and explain to them why Egyptian 
stamps had a Sphinx and a Pyramid 
on them. 


From those early years further 
reading and study only tended to 
deepen my desire to learn more of 
this country which has often been re- 
ferred to as the centre of our World. 
To me Egypt has always been a fas- 
cinating country with a history of 
over 4000 years which beggars des- 
cription and which still holds in its 
bosom many secrets which the 
world would fain know. She has 
been the mightiest nation of one era; 
she has sunk to obscurity; with Bri- 
tains help she has struggled up- 
ward to become a free people again, 
and recently she has shaken off all 
her ties with Britain and now stands 
as a State willing to take her place 
in the ranks of free Nations. 


Egypts postal history can be 
traced back to 2000 B.C. when 
couriers carried messages and com- 
munications from one person to 
another, but it was not until 1821 
that an Italian, Carlos Merratti by 
name, instituted a systematic con- 
veyance of letters between Alexan- 
dria and Cairo. . Later on, this sys- 


tem was extended to places in 
Europe and was called ‘Posta 
Europea.’ Carlos Merratti died in 


1847 and the mail service was carried 
on by Tito Chini, nephew of the late 


Merratti. Chini associated himself 
with Giacomo Muzzi, a native of 


Bologna, Italy. The association was 
a happy one as Muzzi proved to þe 
a man of great intelligence and busi- 
ness capacity; the Posta Europea 
was rapidly extended and various 
offices were opened in Lower Egypt. 
Railways were being constructed at 
this time and Muzzi soon made an 
agreement with the Transit Admini- 
stration whieh later became the 
Egyptian Railways Administration, 
to carry the mail between Cairo and 


Alexandria for the sum of 72,000 
Piastres per annum. This contract 
was signed in 1856 for a term of five 
years; on 5th March 1862 a firman 
was issued by the Viceroy conferring 
cn Chini and Muzzi a Postal Mono- 
poly for a term of 10 years authori- 
zing them to have their Postal Bags 
carried on State Railways free pro- 
vided that all Government Mail be 
handled by Chini and Muzzi without 
charge. From this time the Posta 
Europea forged ahead rapidly and 
this brought problems owing to the 
extra departmental work of franking 
the ever increasing volume of mail, 
and as early as 1863, Muzzi was con- 
sidered a system of pre-franking of 
the mail by using adhesive postal 
stamps. 


Soon after this Tito Chini was 
accidentally killed and Muzzi need- 
ed help which he obtained by borrow- 
ing one Vittoria Chieffi from the 
Postal Administration of Turin, 
Italy, and the study of using adhe- 
Sive postage stamps was vigorously 
pushed ahead. In June 1864 Muzzi 
prevailed upon the Italian Consol- 
General in Alexandria to submit the 
proposal to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment and at the same time Muzzi ad- 
dressed an explanatory note to the 
Viceroy, H. H. Prince Ismail Pacha 
detailing the advantages of such a 
project, stressing the point of a re- 
duction of postal tariffs to a uniform 
fee of 25 centimes anywhere in 
Egypt. This note was detailed 7th 
June, 1864, 

Khedivi Ismail Macha immediately 
realized the advantages of the pro- 
posed procedure and decided to pur- 
chase the Postal Monopoly, so he 
gave orders to the Government to 
conclude the agreement with Muzzi 
although it still had eight years to 
run—no matter what the cost, and it 
was the French Banker, Mon- 
Dervieu who concluded the deal for 
950,000 Franes in gold, and Muzzi 
was appointed Postmaster General of 
Egypt with the title of Bey. The 
service Bank formally took over the 
Posta Europea on Jan. 2nd 1865 and 
on the same day Muzzi was appoint- 
ed Postmaster General of Egypt and 
he was immediately ordered by H. E. 
Nubar Pacha, who was the Minister 
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of Works, to proceed with all haste 
to provide Egypt with Adhesive 
Postage Stamps and to obtain De- 
siens and Inscriptions of different 
values to place before the Govern- 
ment for its consideration. This was 
done and on 19th April 1865 Muzzi 
was instructed to proceed to Europe 
to conclude an agreement with the 
firm of Pellas Bros. of Genoa, Italy, 
to supply Egypt with Postage 
Stamps according to the specifica- 
tion set out. Troubles and delays in 
the work were of common occurence; 
the worst being the complaint that 
poor paper was supplied by the deal- 
ers with the result that, when the 
sheets were printed and gummed, 
the gum perspired and the sheets 
looked oil-stained. To avoid this the 
sheets, except those for the 1 Piastre 
Stamps, were plunged into an alum 
bath to render them gum proof; this 
action was only partially successful 
as the alum bath shrunk some sheets 
and the colors were not satisfactory. 
The perforation was also affected by 
this action as the sheets had to be 
perforated singly instead of double 
as designed. 


From the first issue in 1866 to 
the latest issue in 1953 you can 
clearly see the struggle of Egypt to 
once more take her place in the 
ranks of forward-looking nations. 
The issues from 1866 to 1872 were 
printed by firms outside of Egypt, 
then in 1874 and 1875 Egypt assayed 
her own issues which were not, to 
say the least, over successful. Then 
we come to the De La Rue issues 
which are good examples of surface 
printed stamps. They were clean 
and fresh with designs which were 
delightfully topical in their nature. 
Then in 1925 we find the Survey De- 
partment in Cairo taking charge of 
issues and from then until the pre- 
sent time we have a large number of 
issues, definitives and commemora- 
tives which do credit to the design- 
ers and printers. The designs have 
generally been outstanding; the 
colors vivid and striking whilst the 
stamps themselves have portrayed 
the happenings and the political life 
of the nation. Egypt appears to be 
a favorite country with Conferences, 
Expositions and Exhibitions and all 
this has tended to enrich her issues 
of postage stamps and as Egypt 
maintains a firm control of her 


stamp issues and does not pander to 
the lure of issuing stamps for easy 
and cheap revenue as some countries 
have so long, I take pleasure in col- 
lecting the stamps of Egypt. 


MORE ON CRYDERMAN MINE 
FLIGHTS 





I am indebted to Mr. F. S. Cald- 
well, of Sydenham, Ont., for addi- 
tional information on the Cryderman 
Mine Flights. Mr. Caldwell owns 
one of these rare covers. In the 
upper left hand corner it bears the 
notation in red ink, “First Airmail 
from Cryderman Mine to Sioux Look- 
out—F. J. Stevenson, Pilot.” Date is 
Aug.” 17, 1926. It carries a two 
cent green stamp on the front and a 
yellow semi-postal of the Patricia 
Airways and Exploration Co. on the 
back. The stamps are cancelled with 
the company office stamp of that 
date and the letter is backstamped 
“Sioux Lookout, Aug. 21, 1926.” 
Only three letters were flown into 
the mine, but thirty-six were flown 
out. same pilot both ways. The old 
timer who worked there, my origi- 
nal informant on these flights, must 
have erred after the lapse of years 
in telling me that Capt. Oakes was 
the pilot as the above mentioned 
covers bears the evidence in the 
pilot's signature. 

Information I would be interested 
in getting would be where and in 
what way were the incoming letters 
backstamped, since there was no 
post office at Cryderman Mine; and 
how many of the three survive, as 
I suspect that one at least has been 
lost—M. W. Cryderman.

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Printing Varieties in Canadian Coil Stamps 


By F. Walter Pollock 


One can only be amused by the 
current rush of articles and “letters 
to the editor” in recent months, 


“discovering” the faulty alignments 
and spacings which are to be found 
on all Canadian coil stamps issued 
since the printing contract reverted 
to the Canadian Bank Note Company 
on May 1, 1935. 


The latest of these articles appears 
in Popular Stamps for March, 1954, 
and in it the author, C. H. Bayley, 
writes that “there is little to be 
gained by increasing’ the already 
large volume of speculative writing 
which has been lavished on this sub- 
ject.” 

I quite agree; there is not the 
slightest reason for writing specu- 
latively, inasmuch as the facts of 
production which give rise to these 
varieties have long been known, as 
the result of explanations from offi- 
cial sources. The facts, too, have 
long since appeared in print, but have 
apparently escaped the attention of a 
new crop of collectors, wherefore 
this repetition. 

During the tenure of the British- 
American Bank Note Company, 1930- 
1935, the coil stamps of Canada were 
produced on the Stickney rotary 
press, used for most all postage 
stamp production in the U.S.A. The 
Canadian Bank Note Company, on 
the other hand, uses a press of its 
own devising; while curved plates 
are fitted to a revolving drum, it is 
not the “rotary” press to which 
philately generally refers. 

The coil plates, curved to fit the 
drum, do not form a complete circle 
or cylinder thereon; there is a gap 
between the edges of the plate. Now, 
of course, coil stamps are printed on 
a continuous web of paper, and if 
the press was operated as set up, 
there would be considerable white 
paper between each plate impression. 
Therefore, after each revolution of 
the press, producing one impression 
from the plate, the pressure or ten- 
sien on the press is released, and 
the web of paper is drawn back so 
that the succeeding impression will 
follow immediately after the one just 
completed. 


As this adjustment is made by 
hand, it is obvious that the paper 
may shift up or down ever so slightly 
in the drawing-back operation, thus 
causing some mis-alignment between 
the last subject of the previous im- 
pression, and the first subject of the 
next. Moreover, it is also obvious 
that the spacing can not always be 
made to match exactly, the spacing 
achieved by mechanical means in 
laying out the subjects horizontally 
on the plate itself—so the space be- 
tween the last subject of one impres- 
sion and the first of the next, may 
be more or less than “standard.” 

It has been frequently noted that 
the stamp immediately to the right 
of the faulty alignment or spacing— 
that is, the first subject of an im- 
pression, shows flaws along the left 
side; frame lines, left numeral, etc. 
These flaws are the result of this 
same printing operation—after the 
drawing-back, the plate must again 
be brought into contact with the 
stamp paper, and the heavy pressure 
required by the dry-printing process 
reapplied. Slight squeezing or slip- 
page occurs, producing a blurred 
effect; this can be readily under- 
stood when it is remembered that 
the paper is backed, not by another 
roll of steel, but by a soft and com- 
pressible felt-covered roller. 

Only when we endeavour to answer 
the question, why the blurred effect 
does not always appear, do we have 
to fall back on speculation, or deduc- 
tion might be the more appropriate 


word; this probably depends upon 
whether the felt is new and_ still 
“springy,” or old and therefore 


pretty well flattened out. 
And I do hope B. N. A. Topics and 
Maple Leaves will copy.

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RAMBLING GOSSIP

About a year ago, many of us at 
that time were hoping the coming: 
Colonial stamps of Queen Elizabeth 
would be staggered upon release, it 
appears however the staggering has 
been a matter which is affecting col- 
lectors pocket books. Some must find 
it tough keeping up with the constant 
flow of these issues which continues 
unabated. We who collect British 
Colonials have been apt to criticize 
continual issues by foreign govern- 
ments, it would be wise for us to be 
a little reticent about the question. 
An article in a London journal many 
weeks ago by Tom Morgan con- 
demned sharply our attitude, claim- 
ing we were as guilty as any for a 
flood of new issues. 

Later information about the Tonga 
Royal Visit issue is surprising, that 
with only 30,000 stamps on hand, 
orders were received for over a mil- 
lion copies. The Colonial postmas- 
ters decision to cancel the issue 
should be doubly praised and -will 
ultimately help the good standing 
of the Islands and earn the apprecia- 
tion of all who collect their stamps. 

The Farouk collections lately auc- 
tioned at Cairo reached the tremen- 
dous sales total of over $315,000 
which should be most gratifying to 
the firm cf H. R. Harmer who 
handled the sale. 


My criticism last month of our 
new 5c Queen stamp is withdrawn as 
later to my writing, some very fine 
press reproductions came to my at- 
tention after my notes reached “PS” 
for publication. 

Some new Colonial issues of the 
past month or so are worth referring 
to. Ship collectors have something 
to enthuse over with the release of 
the very attractive Falkland Depen- 
dencies issue, a great accomplish- 
ment and a fine piece of publicity for 
those far away southern islands. The 
new Seychelles and Mauritius sets 
are very colorful and could well be 
used by some for color references, 
The South African pair of the 
Orange Free State centenary com- 
memoratives are a worthy presenta- 
tion. 

In looking through Gibbons month- 
ly for March a noticeable change in 
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the price has been made of the 10/- 
pale blue of Great Britain, Scotts 
25la which is raised from 30/- to 
40/- for mint copies, this surely in- 
dicates a shortage of this stamp 
overseas. Our 5c Capex has been 
raised from 6d to 1/6 for used copies, 
while the 2c and 5c “no postage” are 
both raised. Collectors should make 
notes of the monthly changes in sup- 
plements received, this would avoid 
much misunderstanding when deal- 
ers have to suddenly change prices, 
we shculd bear in mind that all ad- 
vanced prices are reflected in the 
wholesale market and this mater was 
brought to my attention by a deal- 
er some weeks ago. 

With the passing of Mr. Eric W. 
Mann, Great Britain has lost one of 
her most prominent and highly es- 
teemed philatelists, he was a mem- 
ber of the Royal Society for 44 years 


and its President for three years 
1946-49. 
Another famous Canadian collec- 


tion, that of Mr. R. T. Lee-Jones in 
England has been purchased by J. E. 
Lea of Manchester for breaking up 
and disposal, many rare pieces will 
no doubt find their way into new col- 
lections. 

Spring is here, we hope. 
everyone.

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Mostly About Plate Blocks 


By “Scotia” 








Well, this is the sixth anniversary 
of my first column, and as usual I 
look back to No. 100 of P.S. for in- 
spiration. My belief then was that 
“Plate block collecting in Canada is 
on the verge of  unprecidented 
growth,” and today I see no reason 
why it should not continue. It is a 
pleasure to note P.S. two thirds of 
the way on its second hundred—Long 
may it thrive! 

Have now received a copy of the 
new Canada Plate Block Catalog, 
and am glad to say that my fore- 
bodings about it were largely un- 
founded. As I conceded from the 
first, it is indispensable for the pre- 
1937 period, and many improvements 
have been made in the listings for 
following years. Plates 10 and 11 
from cent 1937 for example have 
been doubled in price, and upward 
adjustments made in many other 
plates. The same remarks applies to 
Royal Visit and War Issues. Five of 
the searcest O.H.M.S. positions have 
been accorded values more in keeping 
with their scarcity, with 49 UR of 4c 
War listed at $50. This is certainly 
a step in the right direction. Interest- 
ing figures are given on numbers 
printed of each plate of Coronation, 
proving that Pl. 4 was approximately 
three times as scarce, and plate one 
seven times as scarce as the other 
two plates. 

I have said my fears were largely 
groundless, but to prove they were’nt 
entirely so would point out a few 


places where I feel improvement 
could be made. In the O.H.M.S. 


group Pl. 50 LL of 4c War is still 
priced equal with UL of same plate, 
at $4.50; lowers of Pl. 30 and uppers 
of Pl. 31 in le War are priced equal 
with other positions, at $1.25; all 
positions of 3c War are priced at 
$2.00, including 34 UL; and in the Ie, 
2c, 3c, and 5c Revised all positions 
are priced equal. Unless the situa- 
tion has changed radically since I 
collected this issue, these prices 
should, I feel, be changed. 

Another point of some interest was 
Pl. 1 of Coronation, where UR was 
priced at $8.50 with a note that this 
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was speculatively high. Cannot 
agree with this and believe the pub- 
lishers must have changed their 
minds about it too, as their own 
price is almost identical. 

Another catalog of interest was 
that of Mr. J. N. Sissons. In at least 
one instance his prices seemed to me 
to be more in preportion than either 
of the other catalogues. This was in 
the case of plate 11 UR of 4e Red 
Revised, which both of the other 
catalogues priced less than UL. His 
pricing UR at over five times UL 
seemed to me about right. His price 
of $125 for the 44 plates of 4c Red 
Revised is certainly a vivid illustra- 
tion of the way in which our recent 
plates have appreciated in value.

BEHIND THE STAMP 





K. Bileski in “Time” magazine 
says: “Stamps” are not just some- 
thing to stick in a book. There’s a 
story to every one,” for instance: in 
1946 he attended the auction of the 
late President Roosevelt's famous 
collection, bid up to $1,000 for one 
issue of Belgian Congo stamps that 
had been presented to Roosevelt in 
imperforate sheets by the Belgian 
post office. The stamps were finally 
sold for $1,200 to a bidder none of 


the regular dealers recognized. The 
set vanished from sight for eight 


years, then turned up in Cairo last 
month, complete and untouched; the 
mysterious bidder had been Farouk's 


agent. This time, Bileski bought the 
Belgian Congo stamps—for just 


under $1,000.

burin is not guided by a master hand, 
a portrait on a stamp can become an 
unfortunate caricature. 

We don't expect stamp designers to 
flatter our Queen; if they just por- 
tray her as she really is, the loveli- 
ness of her own expression will sat- 
isfy everyone.—The Stamp Collect- 
or’s Fortnightly, London, England.
